Empire City’s Land-and Puzzle; 


Pennsylvania’s Crocus Blooms 


New YORK 


The Empire City situation is what you 
might call anomalous or, if you don’t like 
that, anonymous. The story “broke” last 
week, but since Empire City officials shut 
up like Empire City officials, most of the 
information published was deduced, rather 
than announced. This leaves a very fer- 
tile field for guessing. 

It had been known for months that Em- 
pire City had purchased property in the 
eastern section of the Bronx, and it had 
been known also that official announce- 
ment of this was being held up while vari- 
ous small parcels of land were added. 
Whether last week’s story was let loose. or 
just got away, deponent cannot say. At 
all events. it now seems certain that Em- 
pire City has enough land on which to 
build a race track, just below the West- 
chester County border (no five per cent 
for you. chums). and only three miles or 
so from the site of great Morris Park, 
which closed in 1905 and ended racing in 
the Bronx. 

The area is partly swamp and waste- 
land. and the Department of Sanitation 
has been filling it in for years. In fact, 
it’s still at it, not having been told to stop. 
Plans for a new track there have been 
drawn up for some time, and there is talk 
of a plant being ready in 1950. Person- 
ally I'd bet against it. The guess here is 
that nothing much will be done until the 
1949 racing season is far enough advanced 
for it to be determined whether the drop 
in attendance and betting has leveled off, 
or is continuing. and that plans will not be 
solidified until the end of the season. 

It was also reported, from “reliable 
sources,” that the old Empire City plant 
had been sold to a trotting syndicate. The 
understanding is that the present harness 
racing law prohibits the simultaneous op- 
eration of two tracks within 25 miles of 
each other, and Empire City is not 25 
miles from Roosevelt Raceway. However. 
Westchester County politicians are prac- 
tically with child to have something new 
to tax. and they may insist that the dis- 
tance be measured by way of the Tri- 
borough Bridge. which would do it all 
right. With the tangles of the trotters. 
anyway, this department has nothing to do. 

There seems also a large chance that a 
5 per cent local tax is going to be added 
to the Standardbred burden, which is al- 
ready 15 per cent. There has been a tend- 
ency to point out that the trotters have 
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prospered with a 15 per cent take, and 
that therefore it is nonsense to pretend 
that a 15 per cent take is responsible for 
the decline at the local running tracks. 
This is either ignorance or deliberate dust- 
raising, because the trotters have got 
theirs from a casual and changing crowd 
of small bettors, to whom percentage does 
not mean a great deal. But a tax in- 
crease will fix even these. 


LAGGARD. As had been expected, leg- 
islation to legalize pari-mutuel betting has 
been introduced in Pennsylvania. This is 
an annual, which appears somewhat before 
the crocus. Its chance of passage seems 
dim, but it has been linked with funds for 
veterans, and perhaps the legislators may 
be persuaded to do evil that good may 
come. 

Meanwhile Philadelphia, which is an ex- 
cellent racing town. has been almost 
ringed with race tracks, in New Jersey. 
Delaware, and Maryland, and with con- 
struction costs at an all-time high, and 
racing revenues declining, it seems doubt- 
ful that any responsible group could be 
organized to put up the $5,000,000 to 
$6.000.000 which is the minimum require- 
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ment for a modern track. There would 
seem no way to avoid a date conflict, and 
it would be difficult to draw horses from 
the currently established circuits. You 
may remember that in a similarly uncer- 
tain period, there was some trouble get- 
ting race tracks organized in New Jersey, 
despite the existence of a racing law. 

Of course if the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture used its collective head, and passed a 
racing law with, say, a total takeout of 9 
per cent, with a guarantee that this would 
not be meddled with for ten years, it could 
undercut its rival states and make them 
very unhappy indeed. But I think we may 
depend on the Legislature’s being greedier 
than that. 


SAILOR. George (The Flash) Cassidy, 
who starts the races in New York and 
Florida, may be the best sailor in the 
world, but the evidence is against it. He 
has a yacht or two, and last year he was 
discovered going around Hialeah with sev- 
eral ribs taped up, where they had been 
cracked in a boating accident. It was as- 
sumed, of course, that he had been thrown 
against the wheel while he was bucking 
the mountainous waves sweeping over Bis- 
cayne Bay. or otherwise daring the perils 
of the sea. However, it turned out that he 
had fallen off the yacht while it was in dry- 
dock, being painted or scraped or some- 
thing. 

Now comes word from Florida that Mr. 
Cassidy is again on the minor casualty 
list, as a toiler of the sea. Surely this time 
he had been helping to launch a lifeboat 
in the teeth of pounding surf, or had been 
lashed to the mast as lookout during the 
tropical fury of a Southern storm? It 
wasn’t that way at all; seems like he fell 
down a hatch while the vessel was tied up 
somewhere. 

This thing, as one of Mark Twain’s char- 
acters remarked when a cow fell down the 
chimney for the second time, is getting 
monotonous. As the inventor of the great- 
est mechanical advance since Archimedes 
discovered the lever, Mr. Cassidy is too 
valuable to be risked so carelessly. It is 
suggested that he be enjoined against go- 
ing on boats, and particularly on boats 
that are not going. 


NASRC MEETING

will occupy the first day and the forenoons 
of the next three days.

Citation Ready for the Saddle; 
N. Y. Minimum Not Reduced 


MIAMI 


“We're going to put him under saddle 
this week,” said Trainer Jimmy Jones. Of 
course, he was referring to the wonder colt 
Citation, now recovering remarkably from 
a recent firing operation. 

“He has picked up a lot of weight since 
he popped that osselet in California.” con- 
tinued Jimmy. “That’s why we're going 
to put him under saddle, as a means of 
trimming him down a bit. All danger of 
infection is over. It's a question now of 
gradually bringing him back to the races. 
We shall not rush him. That would be 


silly. But we know he is coming along 
fine. And that’s encouraging.” 


Jimmy also said that Armed is ready to 
launch his comeback. “The old fellow.” 
said the popular Calumet trainer, “has 
been training first rate. He is ready for 
the races. So don’t be surprised if you 
see his name in the entries any day now.” 

Armed, the greatest money-winning 
gelding of all time, has been inactive since 
his legs went amiss in the running of the 


1948 Widener Handicap at Hialeah. 


MR. MUTUELS. The racing world lost 
one of its favorite sons in the sudden death 
last week of Mortimer Mahony. He was 
the dean of mutuel managers, the first 


person to handle the machine form of 
wagering at Pimlico, back in 1912. Since 
then he had supervised the mutuels at 
many of the major tracks in New York, 
New Jersey. New England, Maryland. and 
Canada, also at Hialeah Park. He was 
76 at the time of his death, and to the end 
remained active in his work. He was “Mr. 
Mutuels.”” We shall all miss Morty. 


HBPA PLATFORM. On the agenda of 
the forthcoming convention of the HBPA 
here on February 7 will be three salient 
items brought up for discussion: group 
insurance for the entire membership, ex- 
tension of apprentice time to boys injured 
in line of duty, and a plea for a reduction 
of taxation, to be presented to various state 
legislatures where racing is legalized. 


MINIMUM MAINTAINED. Horsemen 
here have learned that the Big Brass in 
New York will maintain the minimum 
purse of $3,500 at the metropolitan tracks 
in 1949. The representatives of the five 
New York associations recently conferred 
here with Racing Secretary John B. Camp- 
bell on matters pertaining to the program 
ahead. The date schedule for the stakes 
has been completed. But what is more 
pleasing to the average owner and trainer 


is word that the $3.500 minimum will not 
be reduced. 


OUR TOPS. By far the best of the new 
crop of juveniles seen in action at Hialeah 
Park during the first two weeks of the 
meetings is Circle M Farm’s Our Tops. He 
is a precocious colt, one which Trainer 
B. B. (Bert) Williams predicts might 
prove even more accomplished a racer 
than Relic. 

Our Tops is a son of Bimelech out of 
Bazaar, both of which raced with distine- 
tion for the late Col. E. R. Bradley. Bazaar 
won the Albany and Hopeful, among other 
races, in 1933. Bimelech won the Futurity 
and the Hopeful in 1939, and in 1940 
scored in many major 3-year-old stakes, in- 
cluding the Belmont, Preakness, Derby 
Trial, and Blue Grass Stakes. A surprise 
defeat by Gallahadion in the Derby denied 
him the coveted honors in the Triple 
Crown. 

Our Tops has started only once here. He 
not only impressed the stewards but ac- 
tually had them on the spot. Before the 
start of the three-furlong race, he unseated 
Jockey Willie (Smoky) Saunders and 
ambled off about six furlongs before being 
snared by an outrider. 

The fans, who had backed him to favor- 
itism. had clamored “scratch him, scratch 
him.” But the stewards held firmly to 
keeping him in, and they were justified in 
so doing, because the “runaway” actually 
was nothing but a warm-up for the colt. 
Our Tops proceeded to win the race in a 
driving finish. What would have hap- 
pened, though, had Our Tops been beaten ? 
The disgruntled fans unquestionably would

Our Tops will be given one more race at 
Hialeah. after which Williams plans to put 
him aside for summer competition. 


BLUE BORDER. | Still another son of 
Bimelech pushed his way into the spot- 
light last week. This was the unpredict- 
able Blue Border. Going in his best form. 
the gelding roared to a sensational tri- 
umph in the $10,000 Palm Beach Handi- 
cap. rattling off the seven furlongs in 1:23, 
only three-fifths of a second slower than 
the track record. His 1:0915 for the first 
six furlongs was two-fifths faster than the 
track mark for that distance. 

Ted Atkinson, using his head. as usual. 
kept Blue Border on the inside. shot him 
through boldly to assume command after 
the leaders swung wide. and got him on 
the final pole a length before Bug Juice. 
The latter probably was best. but raced 
extremely wide on the turn. Third was 
Woolford Farm’s Delegate. winner of the 
race last year. His 126 pounds evidently 
stopped him a trifle. 

Blue Border was winning his second 
stakes since John Hay Whitney and _ his 
sister, Mrs. Charles Shipman Payson. 
owners of Greentree Stable, acquired him 
out of the Bradley dispersal. The other 
one was the Shevlin, in 1947, As a 2- 
year-old. when racing for the late Mr. 
Bradley. Blue Border was regarded as a 
leader of his division. having won. among 
other stakes. the Hopeful and the Grand 
Union at Saratoga. He became ornery, or 
something. after that. and then he was 
gelded. He showed little. really. in 1947 
and 1948, but it is likely that Miami's sun- 
shine has finally brought about his present 
sharpness of form. 

Two days after Blue Border’s triumph. 
Greentree Stable’s famous silks again were 
flaunted successfully when Repentance 
blazed to a four-length victory over Calu- 
met Farm’s Flamingo-Derby hopefuls, De 
Luxe and Ponder. in a seven-furlong over- 
night race. De Luxe was second. with 
Ponder fifth. Repentance registered in 
1:2315 for the seven furlongs. a standout 
performance for a young horse at this 
time. 

While Greentree has. Capot and Wine 
List girding for future engagements. Re- 
pentance today can be rated one of the 
stable’s prominent candidates for the 
$50.000 Flamingo Stakes here on March 3. 
Training the Greentree horses at Hialeah 
in the absence of John Gaver is G. T. 
Poole. the stable foreman. The young 
man is doing a splendid job. 


SLOWDOWN. The coughing epidemic 
which raised so much havoc among the 
2-year-olds. and also older horses. at Hia- 
leah. is subsiding. However, a good many 
juveniles still are not quite ready to make 
their debuts. Trainers will go easy with 
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One of the features at Tropical Park was a race matching Florida-breds and Cuban- 


breds. 


Winner of the six-furlong dash was the Guanamaquilla Stable’s (Cuba) MI 
PREFERIDO, which triumphed by ten lengths.

WARM-UP. The week’s piece-de-resist- 
ance for 3-year-olds is the $10,000 
Bahamas Handicap, at seven furlongs. It 
is always an interesting attra¢tion. since 
it often gives a preview of the rich Fla- 
mingo later in the meeting. Two of the 
main candidates. however. will be absent 
from the starting field. They are Fred W. 
Hooper’s Ocean Drive and Olympia, which 
finished one-two in the Hibiscus Stakes. 
and then were flown to California for two 
engagements prior to the Flamingo. 

Repentance will be further tested in the 
Bahamas. while other likely looking prob- 
ables appeared to be Isidor Bieber’s Pal- 
estinian, Calumet’s De Luxe, Walter 
Chrysler’s Imperium. Mrs. W. M. Jeffords’ 
Gambler. Mrs. Moody Jolley’s Mr. Jay. 
Marlet Stable’s Sneak, Gustave Ring’s 
Galloping Gus, William Veeneman’s Irish 
Sun. and George D. Widener’s Reveille. 


CUSHION. Is Hialeah’s racing strip 
faster this winter than last? Track Super- 
intendent Joe Morrow says it is a_ bit 
slower. though recent developments sug- 
gest that the track might be a trifle faster. 

Note, for instance, that Alpho set a new 
track record for a mile and_ three-six- 
teenths in last Friday’s sixth race at Hia- 
leah and was claimed out of the event by 
G. M. Crump for $8,000. Ordinarily, 
platers do not set track records, and it is 
unusual for Calumet Farm to have horses 
in claiming events. However. Alpho cov- 
ered the distance in 1:5615, to clip two- 
fifths of a second from the mark set by 


Olympus in 1942. 


Speaking of Calumet’s horses. Free 
America gave Jones every reason to be- 
come elated when he finished second to 
stable-mate Pep Well in an overnight race 
of seven furlongs last week-end. Consider- 
ing it was Free America’s first start since 
he went wrong in Belmont’s Lawrence 
Realization last September, the colt ran 
a truly fine race, beaten only a head by 
the more seasoned Pep Well. He'll be 
much sharper next out. Anyhow. he’s be- 
ing pointed for the McLennan and the 
Widener Handicaps. 


FILLIES. The 3-year-old fillies here 
seem to be a fickle lot. Last Monday 
Spring Hill Farm’s Nell K. easily whipped 
Walter M. Jeffords’ Green Baize in an 
overnight race. But Green Baize reversed 
the tables in the $10,000 Jasmine Stakes, 
winning that six-furlong fixture for fillies 
by four lengths in the corking time of 
1:10%4. 

Biggest disappointment among the fillies 
of that age here is Mrs. Albert Sabath’s 
Alsab’s Day. She has started twice and 
finished last twice. She was the top money- 
winning juvenile filly in 1948. She and 
Green Baize are candidates for the $20,000 
Black Helen on March 2, the meeting’s 
richest prize for fillies and mares.

Blue Border was foaled March 13, 1944, at the 
late Col. E. R. Bradley's Idle Hour Stock Farm, 
Lexington. On both sides of his pedigree he rep- 
resents a breeding pattern made familiar by Idle 
Hour products: Black Toney, his paternal grand- 
sire, had been owned by Colonel Bradley since 
1912. Bellisario, his maternal great-great grand- 
dam, was owned by Colonel Bradley as early as 
1916. *La Troienne, dam of Bimelech. was brought 
to Idle Hour from France in 1930. 

In his first three starts at two, Blue Border ran 
as the property of Colonel Bradley. Afterward he 
was leased to John R. Bradley, the Colonel's 
brother. During his brief juvenile career he won 
the Grand Union Hotel and the Hopeful Stakes, 
was once second, from five starts. In the Grand 
Union he set a track record of 1:09%5 for six fur- 
longs; in the Hopeful he equaled the track record 
of 1:17 for 6% furlongs, under 122 pounds. 

When the Bradley estate was dispersed in the fall 
of 1946, Blue Border was one of the horses allotted 
to Greentree Farm, which with the King Ranch 
and Ogden Phipps bought 
racing stock. 

He received a stifle injury in October of his 2- 
year-old year, was laid by until the following spring. 


all the breeding and 


He raced erratically. though there was no question 
about his class, and accounted for one major vic- 
tory—the Shevlin Stakes. 

Blue Border is the 16th winner of $100,000 bred 
by Idle Hour or Colonel Bradley (not including 
Burgoo King, which was bred in partnership with 
the late Horace N. Davis), and he is the seventh 
for his sire, which is owned by the Greentree— 
King Ranch—Ogden Phipps syndicate and stands 
at Greentree Farm. 

Last year his only stakes placing was a third in 
the Fall Highweight Handicap. In the Palm Beach 
he beat a good field of sprinters, taking the lead 
in the stretch and holding a length advantage under 
a hand ride by Atkinson. 

Among the 2-year-olds in the Greentree stable 
is Guillotine, a full brother.

Detroit Lease 


To Shaffer Group 


At Lansing. Mich.. on January 28. Gov. 
G. Mennen Williams. his cabinet. and the 
State Agriculture Commission awarded a 
lease for racing at the Detroit Fair 
Grounds to the Michigan Racing Associ- 
ation. headed by E. E. Dale Shaffer. 

The lease permits the association to hold 
racing at the fair grounds this year. and 
apparently singles out the MRA to be the 
principal factor in Thoroughbred racing 
in the State. 

There were other bidders on the list, and 
at least four of them are said to have of- 
fered more than the $450.000 tendered by 
the Michigan Racing Association. But the 
MRA has $4.750.000 in the bank, an asset 
that was not matched by any of the other 
groups. and it had arranged other details 
to the satisfaction of the governor and his 
advisors. 

Mr. Shaffer and George Haggarty. vice 
president and treasurer of the MRA, were 
expected to ask for 85 days of racing, May 
14-August 13. They also were expected to 
ask for 36 days of harness racing, begin- 
ning October 3. 

The MRA has in mind the building of a 
track at Middlebelt and Schoolcraft roads. 
John Sloan. New York architect specializ- 
ing in race track design, is the consultant. 
News stories said the track would accom- 
modate more than 30.000 spectators, with 
seats for 8.000. 

Earlier it had been announced that the 
MRA would employ Charles McLennan as 
racing secretary and Mortimer Mahony as 
mutuels manager. Mahony’s death last 
week will cause an alteration in plans. It 
also was reported that arrangements were 
being made at once for a totalisator, start- 
ing gate, and other mechanical needs. and 
that the MRA would apply for member- 
ship in Thoroughbred Racing Associations. 

The MRA was the second organization 
to be awarded a lease on the fair grounds 
for racing this year. The Thoroughbred 
Turf Club first was awarded the lease, but 
the award later was canceled by order of 
Governor Williams. who said he wanted 
the bidding reopened so the financial 
qualifications of the bidders could be 
studied further. The MRA was believed 
to be the only group which was fully 
capitalized. 

The Hazel Park Racing Association, 
which is building a smaller track in the 
Detroit area. reportedly will ask for at 
least 36 days of running races. to begin 
after the track is finished. in July. North- 
ville Downs, a trotting track. already has 
been granted dates for a 54-day meeting, 
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August 1 through October 1. Another har- 
ness group is requesting 36 days of racing. 
Its plans are said to be contingent on sub- 
leasing the fair grounds from the MRA, or 
on building a new track. It has no plant 
at present. 


Keeneland Stakes 


Five stakes to be raced during the 
Keeneland spring meeting will close Feb- 
ruary 15. Tentative dates for the meeting 
are April 14-28. inclusive (11 days). The 
schedule:

OBITUARY 


Mortimer Mahony 


Mortimer Mahony, 76, died of a cerebral 
hemorrhage at Miami Beach, Fla., on Jan- 
uary 29. He was one of the leading super- 
visors of race track pari-mutuel depart- 
ments, and at the time of his death was in 
charge of the mutuels at Hialeah Park. 
Monmouth Park, Garden State Park. Pim- 
lico, and Timonium. He had been desig- 
nated by the Michigan Racing Association 
to manage the pari-mutuel department in 
the proposed new racing set-up at Detroit. 

Mr. Mahony had become connected 
with racing through John G. Cavanaugh 
during the bookmaking era at the New 
York tracks. He also was associated in 
Canadian bookmaking rings. 

Born in Brooklyn, he was a Wall Street 
runner before getting into racing. At vari- 
ous times he managed the mutuel depart- 
ments at Belmont Park. Saratoga, Rock- 
ingham Park. Narragansett Park, and 
Suffolk Downs. He was in charge when 
mutuels were introduced at Pimlico in 
1912. 

Survivors include his widow and seven 
children. The three sons—Riggs. Jack. 
and Mortimer, Jr.—were associated with 
him in mutuel plant operations. His 
daughters are Mrs. W. A. Jones. Mary- 
land; and Mrs. Eugene Bannigan, Mrs. 
Aloysius McCloskey. and Mrs. Elmer 
Hortung. all of Brooklyn. 


Fred Schelke 


Fred Schelke, veteran of more than 49 
years of racing on U. S. and Canadian 
tracks. died at Toronto on January 28. He 
was a native of Indiana, but had lived in 
Canada for many years. He trained for 
the late J. K. L. Ross. H. G. Bedwell. 
Harry Hatch. and R. W. R. Cowie, and 
also owned horses himself. One of the 
best of his own stock was Shepperton, a 
Sun Craig colt which won the Bryan and 
O’Hara, Autumn. Canadian Champion- 
ship (twice), Breeders’. Jubilee, and other 
stakes and handicaps. 


W.N. Parrish 


William N. Parrish. Sr., 50, Lexington 
Thoroughbred breeder and trainer, died 
unexpectedly on January 14. 

Mr. Parrish was the  breeder-owner- 
trainer of the 2-year-old winner of 1948, 
Binding Tie, a brown filly by Unbreakable 
—Maddie, by Mad Hatter. 

A lifelong resident of Lexington, Mr. 
Parrish formerly owned and operated the 
Parrish Construction Company. and had 
been engaged in the horse business for 20 
years.

Silly Season for Legislators; 


Lurline B. Had 


Los ANGELES 

The screwball season, which is held at 
least once a year in Sacramento, Calif.. 
was officially opened with a grand flourish 
the other day by Speaker of the Assembly 
Sam Collins. The gentleman from Fuller- 
ton led off with a daisy that will be tough 
to top. regardless of how long the season 
lasts this year. 

Things were going along fairly quietly. 
politically, that is. when Collins proposed 
a bill that would provide for legalized 
wagering on Quarter Horse racing. Almost 
before any of the Thoroughbred people 
could gulp a second time, Collins must 
have mislaid his notes. because he then 
came up with a suggestion to abolish horse 
racing entirely. Perhaps all this is within 
the ken of an assemblyman: perhaps it is 
just standard operating procedure for a 
politician; or perhaps it was all just a 
publicity stunt. 

Collins made some mention of the fact 
that a Quarter Horse. Barbra B.. had de- 
feated *Fair Truckle in a match race that 
was held, unfortunately, at Hollywood 
Park in the summer of 1947. He appar- 
ently had not read the dispatches from 
Florida, or if he had he did not mention 
them, about Olympia walloping Stella 
Moore in another match several weeks ago. 

At any rate, the California Horse Racing 
Board, prompted by the California Quar- 
ter Horse Association, asked the attorney 
general's office for an opinion on the legal- 
ity of pari-mutuel wagering on their type 
of racing. It is legal. The answer was 
fairly obvious. Since there is pari-mutuel 
wagering on Standardbred racing. it is ob- 
viously not confined to the Thoroughbred 
sport. But there are many other problems. 

The main one would be to find a sound 
basis for such an action. since virtually all 
Quarter Horses trace back to Thorough- 
bred ancestors. Every move to improve 
the Thoroughbred benefits the Quarter 
Horse. 

The next problem would be providing 
the public with the same rigid protection 
that surrounds the Thoroughbred sport. 
Whereas all Thoroughbreds are subject to 
the conditions laid down by the American 
Stud Book, there are at least three ac- 
cepted Quarter Horse registries, and you 
have to punch your way through the crowd 
to convince anyone you have the right one. 

Collins’ bill proposes that Quarter Horse 
racing be held at the fairs, or at the track 
of any licensee of the State. 
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a Price Tag 


At the fairs? Some seven of them have 
tried it, this reporter is informed. and de- 
cline any more, with thanks. Obviously 
the Thoroughbred tracks want no part of 
it either, and are bitterly opposed to any 
legislation that would force them to set 
aside races for this classification. It would 
kill the Thoroughbred sport in California 
just as surely as if they conducted a grey- 
hound race. a monkey race, or a_toad- 
jumping contest—all with legalized wager- 
ing—just before the Thoroughbreds came 
onto the track for the running. say. of the 
$100.000 Santa Anita Handicap. 

Loyd Wright. chairman of the California 
Horse Racing Board. is opposed to the 
whole idea for a number of reasons. Two 
of them will do: Wright points out that 
it is impossible for the commission, al- 
ready serving without remuneration. to 
properly govern the sport with the multi- 
ple headaches that would be involved. The 
board, he says. lacks sufficient appropri- 
ated funds for the supervision of racing 
as it is now. 

Collins’ double-talk could be interpreted 
only as political shenanigans. but there 


| 


was little doubt that Thoroughbred racing 
is in for trouble from the tax collectors, 
Gov. Earl Warren said he saw no reason 
why horse racing should be abolished. as 
he made quite clear in his budget message 
to the legislature. He asked for an addi- 
tional $4.000.000 in taxes from pari-mutuel 
wagering. to be gained. he said. by dip- 
ping into the tracks’ profits rather than by 
upping the “take.” The bulk of the money 
would come from Santa Anita and Holly. 
wood Parks. apparently, and would make 
little difference to the tracks in northern 
California. 


ITS YOURS. Since everyone had a 
suggestion to offer in regard to racing. the 
man who has done the most for the sport 
in California. Dr. Charles H. Strub. of 
Santa Anita. pitched in with a word or 
two at the request of Paul Zimmerman. 
able sports editor of the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Dr. Strub offered to let the State take 
over Santa Anita Park—provided 
paid ihe same purses. gave the public the 
protection. ete—and he would run 
the concessions and parking. Contrary, 
he said. to what the politicians may have 
read in the magazines. the State has re- 
ceived $10 for every $1 paid to the stock- 
holders of Santa Anita. 

“Of all the bills in Sacramento—and 
there are usually about one hundred that 
affect racing—the one I fear least is the 
proposal to abolish racing. It cannot be 
disputed we have maintained racing on the

Dr. A. C. Randolph, of Grafton Farms, 
Upperville, Va., has reported the death 
on January 25 of the 30-year-old stallion 
Runantell, by Broomstick—Zoola, by *St.

He had been at Dr. Ran- 
dolph’s place for several years, and in ad- 
dition to siring race horses he also sired 
winners in the show ring, and able per- 
formers in the hunting field. He had two 
2-year-olds racing last year. Dr. Ran- 
dolph reports that two 2-year-old fillies by 
Runantell are in training this year. 


John Zoeller Resigns 


John Zoeller, manager of Albert 
Sabath’s Alsab Farm, at Lexington, re- 
signed effective February 1.

NASHVILLE 
Although Nashville has had no extended 


running race meetings for 43 years, the 
galloping hooves of the Thoroughbreds 
continue to pound the soil where Minnie 
Adams won the last Cumberland Derby 
and its $2,540 winner’s share in 1906. 

Since that time Cumberland Park has 
been the State Fair Grounds, where Amer- 
ican Saddlers, Tennessee Walking Horses, 
and Standardbreds are in_ training 
throughout the year, and where a varying 
number of Thoroughbreds get their winter 
schooling. 

During part of the time when the run- 
ners are being worked, and after they 
leave, there are also trainees for the an- 
nual hunt race program (the Iroquois 
Steeplechase, etc.) at nearby Percy War- 
ner Park on the second Saturday in May. 


Since the time when racing folded up in 
Tennessee, there have been periodic ef- 
forts to make the Fair Grounds blossom 
into a winter training colony for the run- 
ners. During one of these successful 
flowerings, about 1927, the W. R. Coe 
stable wintered at old Cumberland and 
brought along its Amazonian star, Black 
Maria. 

The seed of the current flowering was 
planted back in 1932, when George C. 
White, of Hopkinsville, Ky., came with the 
Rosedale Stable horses owned by George 
Clark, of New York, Florida and Canada. 
After that White moved to Nashville and 
winter trains for himself and others at the 
fair grounds. He has been followed by 

_ others. His father, J. H. White, at Hop- 
kinsville, and brother, Cy White, manager 
at Elsmeade Farm, Lexington, are also 
well-known horsemen. 

Another local trainer-owner, William 
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Crump, usually winters horses at Nash- 
ville for himself and patrons. His most 
famous one was Head Play, which Mrs. 
Crump bought at the Lexington fall sales 
for $500 and sold to Mrs. Silas Mason for 
$30,000 on the eve of the Kentucky Derby 
of 1933. That was the year of the jockey 
battle between Herb Fisher and Don 
Meade. The latter, on Brokers’ Tip, nosed 
out Head Play, which went on to win the 
Preakness the following week. 


The Nashville fair grounds possesses 
what is said to be a unique attraction in 
a covered track, an oval three-eighths of a 
mile. On days when the big mile is frozen 
or just too sloppy, or when one has green 
2-year-olds to leg up, the covered track is 
very welcome. On this reporter’s visit, 
numbers of beginners were on it taking 
their first easy lesson away from the long 
stable sheds. 

Early this winter the soil of the covered 
track, which is used as a cattle barn at 
the Fair, was dug up and replaced with 
about three inches of sand. This improve- 
ment, for the running horsemen’s taste, has 
not lured as many Thoroughbreds as was 
expected. However, others are known to 
be coming about mid-February. 

Present now are George White’s string 
of a dozen, Leo Caillouette’s five, the Wol- 
verine Stable’s seven, J. G. Nathan’s four. 
and Mrs. J. R. Collins’ five. The latter 
and the Wolverine Stable are Detroit- 
owned. The Nathan horses are from 
Massachusetts, but are trained by Lee 
Maxwell, of Nashville. 

With the exception of My Sweet, 6-year- 
old daughter of *Bel Aethel, all of the 
White trainees are 2-year-olds. Home- 
owned ones include a filly by Blue Flyer 
—Naughty Day. by *Rolls Royce; Bargain 
Night, a bay colt by *Man O’Night—Sum- 


mer Eve, by Starpatic, bred by Mrs. John 
Branham at nearby Gallatin; and a chest- 
nut filly by Carrier Pigeon—Alpi, by 
Pilate. The fillies came from the Keene- 
land Sales, November and July respec- 
tively, and the colt from the November of- 
fering. The Blue Flyer filly was bought 
from J. H. White. 

Vixen Veane, bay filly by Omission— 
Myrtle Belle. by Tea Caddy, is owned by 
George A. Shwab, Jr., Nashville. A bay 
filly by Petrose—Bad Girl, by Playfellow, 
belongs to Mrs. Shwab and White. Bad 
Girl, age 21, is owned by the Shwabs and 
expects a 1949 foal by Petrose. Her pres- 
ent 2-year-old is extra good to look at. 

Also remarkably handsome is a large 
bay colt by Fighting Fox—Toro Prodigy. 
by Toro, owned by Joel C. Farrell of Nash- 
ville and Sandusky, Ohio. He came from 
the Keeneland Fall Sales consignment of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert L. Lancaster, Haynes 
Haven Farm, Spring Hill, Tenn. He has 
two stablemates, a bay colt by Four Free- 
doms—Pompish, by Pompey, and a filly by 
Reaping Reward—Dead Level, by Flying 
Heels. The latter is owned in partnership 
with the Lancasters. 

George White also has’a Sky Raider 
colt, owned by Arthur Rose, and a colt by 
Reaping Reward—Treasury Key. by 
*Master Charlie, owned by George Kreh- 
biel. 

Among the eight or 10 older horses 
which will come in February from the 
J. H. White farm at Hopkinsville, where 
they've been turned out, is Bright Steel, 
winner of the $5,000 Thoroughbred Club 
of Tennessee Purse, last fall. Bright Steel 
is a 6-year-old bay horse, sound as a year- 
ling, by *Rolls Royce—Thumb Tack. by 
Hard Tack. He is owned by Mrs. White.

until late April, when they will go to De- 
troit. where White usually races. 

Leo Caillouette has a 300-acre farm at 
Bellevue. near Nashville, where he has 
five broodmares and where he bred two 
of his horses-in-training. They are Best 
Prospect, bay gelding, 4, by Chance Play 
—Joan Crest, by Johnstown, and a bay 
filly, 2, by Sun Again—Joan Crest. The 
former won twice at Detroit and once at 
Louisville in 1948. 

The other 2-year-olds are a bay filly by 
War Jeep—Paserena, by Questionnaire, 
and a bay colt by Fenelon—My Flag, by 
American Flag. The 3-year-old Union Joe, 
by Great Union—Jeanne’s Poise, by Equi- 
poise, won his first start at Detroit, later 
went on the shelf with injured ankles. He 
and the others are set for Louisville. 

The Caillouette trainer since 1942 has 
been Will Tucker, the colored man who 
coached Shine O’Night for her stakes tri- 
umphs for Campbell Hobson. He also 
trained Joe’s Choice for Caillouette. This 
horse. winner of $70,025, is making his 
stud debut near Gallatin at the I. C. Me- 
Mahan place. old Kennesaw, the home of 
Luke Blackburn. George Kinney, and 
other champions of the late 1800’s. 

J. Caldwell is trainer for the Wolverine 
Stable which will head for Gulfstream 
Park about March 1. 

The seven Wolverine horses include 
Play Wise, a chestnut mare by Chance 
Play—Wise Joyce, by Wise Counsellor; 
Alskol, 3-year-old chestnut gelding bv 
*Rhodes Scholar; Four Whites, 5-year-old 
chestnut gelding by Tintagel; Marketing. 
3-year-old chestnut colt, by Market Wise; 
Fionne, 6-year-old mare by Supremus: 
Kingswood Miss. 5. by King Cole; and a 
2-year-old filly by Kerry Patch. All the 
older ones were 1948 winners except 
Alskol. which did not start. 

Jim Neal, colored, formerly with White. 
has charge of the five Collins horses. The 
star of the bunch is Fourth Degree, a 5- 
year-old gelding which earned about 
$7.000 last year. 

The Nathan horses this reporter did not 
meet, as there was no one around. 

The track. which dates from 1891, is still 
considered good, though narrow according 
to modern standards. Promoters of trot- 
ting races at Nashville brought it into be- 
ing. but the panic of 1893 ended tat sport 
quickly in October of that year. The run- 
ning races had moved over from West Side 
Park (now Centennial Park) that April. 
They lasted, usually with spring and 
fall meets, through April, 1906. They were 
outlawed by the Foust Bill, prohibiting 
pool selling in any form on racing. 

A few running races at the 1928 State 
Fair and the one-day program last October 
are all the flat racing that most Middle 
Tennesseeans have any recollection of. 
However, Thoroughbred breeding. after 
almost dying out, has grown so in the last 
decade that it is again prominent in the 
Volunteer State.

The Hooper entry of Ocean Drive and Olympia 
came out in the Hibiscus Stakes for its first start 
of 1949. Committed to an East- and West-Coast 
campaign which includes the Santa Anita Derby, 
in California, and the Flamingo Stakes, in Florida, 
the 3-year-olds were successful in the first engage- 
ment—Ocean Drive was the winner, Olympia was 
just half a length behind him in second place. 
Commodore Lea was a half-length farther back in 
third place. 


The Hibiscus was the first stakes of the year 
exclusively for 3-year-olds. In the Experimental 
Handicap, Ocean Drive was given 121 pounds, 
Olympia 120, Commodore Lea 111, Palestinian 116, 
and Sneak 110. Bannerday and Mr. Jay, the 
others of the Hibiscus field, were not weighted. 


Last year Ocean Drive was the leading develop- 
ment of the Hialeah Park meeting. He won the 
Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, went North to win the 
Mayflower Stakes (after an airplane trip from 
Chicago to Boston), won the Prairie State Stakes 
after flying back to Chicago. He was second (to 
Provocative) in the Hyde Park Stakes, and was 
second (to Model Cadet) in the Washington Park 
Futurity. 

Ocean Drive was foaled March 31, 1946, at Mrs. 
R. H. Anderson’s Tea’s Over Farm in Scott County 
(near Lexington), Kentucky, and was the second 
horse led into the ring at the 1947 Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales. F. W. Hooper bought him for $10,000. 
In his first start at two, in February, he equaled 
Hialeah Park’s track record of :3235 for three fur- 
longs. His dam, the good producer Annabell Lee, 
was 20 years old when he was foaled.

Be Fearless was foaled April 16, 1942, at W. L. 
Brann’s Glade Valley Farm, Frederick, Md., where 
his dam, the Selima Stakes winner Big Hurry, had 
been sent to be bred to *Challenger 2nd. (The 


resulting foal was the stakes-winning filly Bridal 
Flower.) 

At two, 1944, he raced for the late Col. E. R. 
Bradley, by whose Idle Hour Stock Farm he was 
bred. That season he was third to Air Sailor and 
Bymeabond in the Breeders’ Futurity. 

In February, 1945, he was sold by Mr. Bradley 
to Gustavo Zepeda Carranza, who had won the 
1944 Derby Mexicano with Seeing Eye. Be Fear- 
less did not give the Mexican breeder and owner 
a second Derby winner, however. He was second 
in the race to Checkerhall. 

But he has been a good winner, nonetheless. His 
record: at 2—third in Breeders’ Futurity. At 3— 
second in Derby Mexicano. At 4—no stakes plac- 
ings. At 5—Won Handicap Buen Vecino, Bing 
Crosby Handicap. Second—Handicap Gay Dalton, 
San Diego Handicap, Del Mar Handicap, Clasico 
Jockey Club de Buenos Aires.

The history of the American Thorough- 
bred parallels that of the English rather 
exactly. except for dates. It must be re- 
membered that the settlers in Virginia. 
Maryland, and the Carolinas, where racing 
appeared first. were Englishmen. and were 
acquainted with English horses and rac- 
ing practices. Since early 
newspapers are almost the 
only source of the records, 
it is not known exactly 
when races were first run. In New York. 
where horses were brought as early as 
1625. but apparently with no respect to 


American

bloodlines (they were probably from 
Flanders). there was racing on Long 


Island at least as far back as 1665. Early 
records show races in the Carolinas in 
1734. in Virginia in 1739, in Maryland in 
1745. Presumably these were very in- 
formal affairs. 

But Governor Ogle introduced racing. 
“between pedigreed horses. in the English 
style.” at Annapolis in 1745, and this date 
may be said to mark, approximately, the 
beginning of Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing in North America. By tradition, 
the first Thoroughbred importation was 
the stallion *Bully Rock. or *Bulle Rock. 
in 1730, but as he was 21 years old when 
he arrived, and as there were of course 
few opportunities for him to be mated 
with mares of racing heritage, his connec- 
tion with later pedigrees is almost nil. 

The records show a few other importa- 
tions before 1745, and in 1747 Governor 
Ogle brought over *Spark and the cele- 
brated mare *Queen Mab at the same 
time. (The asterisk is used to denote 
horses imported into North America.) 

*Traveller (Morton’s) arrived in 1748. 
established an enduring reputation. In 
1750 Col. Benjamin Tasker imported the 
famous mare *Selima, which proved her- 
self an outstanding racer, one of the most 
distinguished and lasting sources of ex- 
cellence in American pedigrees. and the 
basis of innumerable arguments as to her 
ancestry (arguments now settled at last. 
but not in keeping with the American Stud 


Book). Governor Sharpe, also of Mary- 
land, brought over *Othello in’ 1755. 


*Janus and *Fearnought came a few years 
later. The foundations of the American 
Thoroughbred were now laid.

The Thoroughbred Horse 


The Revolution interrupted the growth 
of Thoroughbred breeding, but as soon as 
it was over the stream of importations was 
re-established, and by this time the stal- 
lions and mares being brought from Eng- 
land found many American-bred mates 
which had been tested on the race courses. 


Racing and the Thoroughbred gained 
rapidly in the post-war years. and there 
were many famous horses in the years 
from 1790 forward. As civilization moved 
westward across the Appalachians, the 
Thoroughbred went with it. It was not 
many years before Tennessee and Ken-

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racing begins with the American Turf 
Register and Sporting Magazine, the first 
issue of which was published in Baltimore 
in September, 1829, by John Stuart Skin- 
ner, good friend of Francis Scott Key. 
author of the Star Spangled Banner. The 
recorded racing results of subsequent 
years are available in printed form, though 
the volumes covering the years before 
1875 are rare, and in some cases all but 
unobtainable. 


The American Stud Book began with the 
publication of Volumes 1 and 2 by Sanders 
D. Bruce in 1873 (after the abortive pub- 
lication of Volume 1 in 1868), though sev- 
eral other attempts at a stud book had 
been made. These volumes were revised 
in 1884, but they still contain innumerable 
errors revealed by later research. The 
American Stud Book was purchased in 
1896 by The Jockey Club, and all Amer- 
ican registrations are now conducted 
through that organization. In method of 
organization this series, like the stud books 
of all countries, follows Weatherby’s orig- 
inal Introduction, in which foals were ar- 
ranged chronologically under the names of 
their dams. 


In America, as elsewhere, all male lines 
go back to Herod, Matchem, and Eclipse. 
But there are many female families not 
recognized by the General Stud Book, 
though they were recognized until 1913. 
when the distinction was hit upon as a 

means of removing Amer- 
Non-English ican horses from compe- 
Impurities tition in world markets. 

As a result, many lines 
which got into the General Stud Book be- 
fore the bars were put up continue in Eng- 
lish pedigrees, and have to be explained 
away. now and then. To put the matter 
unkindly, the General Stud Book gets 
along nicely with the “impurities” intro- 
duced before 1913, but will not accept the 
same lines now, though they have been im- 
proved by two or three more generations 
of selective breeding. 

In point of fact, the American tap-roots 
that have persisted probably have a better 
case than the English tap-roots. By 1750 
the Thoroughbred was a fairly well de- 
fined breed. The sires of the American 
mares, in most instances, were imported 
stallions of known ancestry and merit, 
rather than unidentified Arabs and Barbs 
whose racing class was and remained un- 
tested. The men who bred them were try- 
ing to get race horses, and would hardly 
have set about this with mares from slower 
or heavier breeds. Better mares were 
available for purchase in 1750, than in 
England a century earlier, for purchase 
of Eastern mares was a near-impossibility 
in the early days of the Thoroughbred. 

It will be remembered that at the time 
the earliest American tap-root mares were 
foaled. there was as yet no stud book in 
England or elsewhere. Considering how 
many records of English horses of the 
same period are not available (many of 
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NOMINATIONS AND WEIGHTS 


Nominations for the 81st running of the 
Belmont Stakes have been announced. 
The list is made up of 103 3-year-olds. 
which have been made eligible for the 114- 
mile event, third contest in the American 
Triple Crown. 

Date for the 1949 running has not been 
set, but if it is held on the last Saturday 
of the Belmont Park spring meeting, it 
will be raced June 11. (The Kentucky 
Derby will be raced May 7. The Preak- 
ness probably will be raced May 14, since 
Pimlico has only eight days of racing this 
spring, May 6-14.) 

The Belmont Stakes nomination list in- 
cludes 37 horses which were weighted for 
the Experimental Handicap. Among them 
are such highweights as Blue Peter, Mr. 
Busher, Capot, Ocean Drive, Olympia, 
Johns joy, Iluminable, Palestinian, Prince 


Quest, Sport Page, Stone Age, The 
Pincher, and Wine list. This includes all 
the colts weighted at 116 pounds or above. 

Myrtle Charm, the filly which was as- 
signed 121 pounds, was not named. 
Neither was Gaffery, 114. But Alsab’s 
Day, 112, is among six fillies nominated. 
So is Lady Dorimar. 

Nominations were made by owners in 
19 states and Canada. An entry also has 
been made for a colt bred in England and 
now reported to be in this country. This 
is Coast Guard, a bay by Coastal Traffic 
(by Hyperion—Rose of England) out of 
Bachelor’s Catch, by Interlace (by Hurry 
On). He started once in Ireland last year, 
according to available records, was fifth to 
Penny Orange in the Boyne Maiden Plate, 
at The Curragh in April. 


the horses in Cheny’s volumes cannot be 
traced), it is not surprising that unnamed 
mares, which either did not race, or of 
whose racing there is no record, failed to 
get across the Atlantic with their pedi- 
grees. This is not to insist that all Ameri- 
can tap-roots spring from imported racing 
stock. Presumably most of them did, and 
possibly some came from lower sources, 
as did the earliest English mares. 
However, the logic of the owners of the 
General Stud Book is not particularly im- 
portant. The history of breeding in the 


United States and the history of breeding 
in England is much the same, a century 
apart: imported stallions were bred to 
what mares were available, the daughters 
of these were bred to the best stallions 
that could be had, and the breed moved 
on, with the race course as the testing 
ground for breeding probabilities. Any 
“cold” blood in either country is now so 
far back in pedigrees that it may be 
considered negligible.

Nearly $20 Million 


Collected in Taxes 


Taxes collected through racing by Cali- 
fornia for the year 1948 amounted to $19.- 
808.658. it has been reported by the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board. 

In addition to the money collected by 
the State. city admission taxes ($310,667). 
city racing license fees ($43.700). and the 
Federal admission tax ($1,358,230) added 
another $1.712.598 to the taxes paid by 
race-goers, making a total of $21,521,256 
coliected by various governmental agen- 
cies through racing. 

Of the $19.808.658 collected by the 
State, the six major running tracks—Santa 
Anita Park, Hollywood Park. Bay 
Meadows, Del Mar, Tanforan, and Golden 
Gate Fields—paid $18,417,633. Complete 
returns from the various fairs were not 
given. 

Of the $1814 million collected by the 
State from the major tracks. individual 
license fees amounted to $16,653. Un- 
cashed pari-mutuel tickets supplied 
$190,047. 


The money paid to the State went into 
these funds: Fairs and Expositions—$13,- 
865.190; General—-$767.475; Wildlife Res- 
toration—$3.735.937; State Colleges—$1.- 
213.828; Treasury Trust—$226,225.

The pari-mutuel tax in California is cal- 
culated on a sliding scale. Total commis- 
sion is 13 per cent of the pools. On han- 
dles up to $10 million, the State gets 4 per 
cent, the track 9 per cent. From $10. 
000,001 to $20,000,000, the split is 5 per 
cent to the State and 8 per cent to the 
track. Above $20 million it is 6 per cent 
and 7 per cent. The tracks retain the 
breakage during any one meeting on a 
handle up to $27 million. Breakage on 
play above $27 million goes to the State 
College Fund. 

The California report for 1948 was al- 
most exclusively statistical, and did not 
comment on any of the problems of racing.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 
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BOOK REVIEW 


In Westward, Whoa! Bert Clark Thayer 
has turned his considerable talent as a 
photographer toward California, and pro- 
duced a book that is up to the high stand- 
ard of such earlier productions as Whirl- 
away, Horses in the Blue Grass, August at 
Saratoga, which have made him outstand- 
ing in his field. 

This newest work is devoted to stories 
and pictures of horse activities in the 
Golden State, and Mr. Thayer has utilized 
the scenic possibilities and his flair for 
portraying horses to full advantage. The 
twinkling litthe man from Sandy Hollow 
Road also has written the text which ac- 
companies his photographs and amplifies 
the pleasant narrative. 

Besides the beautifully illustrated sec- 
tion on breeding farms—there is one es- 
pecially striking photograph of a Conejo 
Ranch matron and her foal—are chapters 
on the race tracks. the county fairs. col- 
lege werk with horses, and the activities 
of young riders. 

Those who keep up with salon exhibits 
will recognize one of the prize-winning 
photographs of 1948, showing a field of 
horses rounding the first turn at Santa 
Anita Park. Like any other photographer. 
Mr. Thayer probably spoils his share of 
film. but he makes too many good pictures 
to be considered anything but a top-flight 
man with a lens. 


From the physical standpoint the book 
is well designed.

highest level of any place in the world, and 
the public has indicated it likes racing the 
way we conduct it.” Dr. Strub said. He 
added, however. that additional taxation 
would result in lower purses, lower pay- 
rolls, ete. 

In order to compete with Florida, which 
offers 160 days of winter racing compared 
to the 50 at Santa Anita, Dr. Strub pointed 
out that it was necessary to offer races like 
the $100.000 Maturity Stakes, the Derby, 
and the Santa Anita Handicap, in addi- 
tion to nine other $50,000 specials. He 
added that the purses at Santa Anita will 
not be cut, despite falling figures in at- 
tendance and wagering. 

By way of emphasis, a brand new stakes 
was added to this winter’s program when 
the track set the initial running of the 
$25,000 Christopher J. FitzGerald Stakes 
for February 10. It will be a seven-fur- 
long sprint for 3-year-olds, and will be 
run on the afternoon that the dedication 
of the memorial statue to the late Jockey 
George Woolf is held in the paddock. 

Judge FitzGerald always thought, along 
with a great many others, that Woolf was 
the finest jockey he had ever seen during 
his long and useful career on the Turf. 
FitzGerald passed away recently at his 
home in Connecticut. He served as the 
first presiding steward at Santa Anita from 
the opening season in 1934 until failing 
health forced his retirement in 1939. 

NO BIDS. It was a great week-end for 
Col. L. G. Burns, one of our favorite peo- 
ple, who owned and bred one of our favor- 
ite horses, the late Yankee Valor. Not 
since the big California-bred colt has 
Burns had an opportunity to cut loose with 
such a cheer as he had ready when his 
*Alibhai filly, Lurline B.. came splashing 
home in front of her field in the $50,000 
Santa Margarita Handicap. After the 
race, Colonel and Mrs. Burns drove out 
to their ranch in Canoga Park to await 
the arrival of a full brother or sister to 
Yankee Valor. 

Lurline B.’s victory was one of those 
things that make you shrug your shoul- 
ders, unable to explain it with any other 
remark than “That’s racing.” 

And it is proof—if any cynics are lis- 
tening—that the sport is honest; no one 
would have dared dream up such a finish. 
A few days before her victory, Lurline B. 
had been advertised in the Daily Racing 
Form for sale “For $20,000, or The Best 
Offer.” There were no offers. That after- 
noon she won at the highest odds of the 
meeting. 

Colonel Burns bought Lurline B. out of 
the first Louis B. Mayer sale two years ago 
for $16,000. Mayer had named the daugh- 
ter of *Belle Cane Father’s Pet. But in 


the Elobee Stable, it was changed to Lur- 
line B. The stable and the filly are named 
after the Colonel’s wife, Mrs. Lurline O. 
Burns.

California Offers 
A Choice of Plans 


In California, members of the State Leg- 
islature have their choice of several bills 
affecting horse racing. They can, to vari- 
ous degrees, be for it or against it. 


One of the measures submitted for their 
consideration would ban pari-mutuel bet- 
ting entirely. It was submitted by Sam L. 
Collins, speaker of the assembly. Mr. Col- 
lins also has introduced a bill to legalize 
Quarter Horse racing. 

His proposal to eliminate betting—and 
thus practically eliminate Quarter Horse 
racing and other racing, too—would sub- 
mit a constitutional amendment to the vote 
of the people in 1950. Betting on horse 
races in California was authorized at a 
special election in 1933. 

Mr. Collins said he was prompted to in- 
troduce the anti-betting amendment be- 
cause of a Los Angeles County grand jury 
report, which designated race track bet- 
ting as a major factor in California’s crime 
problem. 

“T have no interest one way or another 
in pari-mutuel betting,” he explained, “but 
if conditions are as recited in the grand 
jury report, then it might be proper to let 
the people vote again on the track betting 
issue.” 

He introduced the Quarter Horse bill, 
he said, at the request of owners and 
breeders. He thinks that all tracks should 
be required to have at least one Quarter 
Horse race a day. 

Attorney General Fred Howser, asked 
for an opinion by the California Horse 
Racing Board as to the legality of Quarter 
Horse racing, says he thinks pari-mutuel 
betting on Quarter Horses is permissible. 
He added that the California rules of rac- 
ing would have to be amended, though, be- 
cause at present racing is restricted to 
Thoroughbred horses registered with The 
Jockey Club. It would be up to the horse 
racing board to\change its rules. Then the 
board would have to decide which of the 
various Quarter Horse registries would be 
acceptable. 


CHOICES. If the California legislators 
decide to permit legalized betting to con- 
tinue, they will have at least two chances 
to get more money from race-goers. Under 
the plan of Assemblyman Tom Doyle, 
legalized bookmaking would be one way. 

In 1939 Mr. Doyle tried to get off-course 
betting legalized, but his bill died in com- 
mittee.

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lature he introduced a bill to legalize a 
State lottery on racing. He lost the fight. 

Now he proposes to raise at least $150.- 
000,000 a year through licensed bookmak- 
ing. There have been various newspaper 
reports on how Mr. Doyle would handle it. 
One report stated that licenses would be 
issued on the basis of one bookmaker for 
each 15,000 persons. At this ratio Los 
Angeles would have 120 bookies. San 
Francisco 55, Oakland 27, and so on. An- 
other report had it that there would be a 
limit of two bucket shops to a county, re- 
gardless of population. The proprietor 
would pay a license fee of $1,000 annually. 
would put up bond of $10,000. and would 
supply character references from ‘five 
persons. 

Mr. Doyle has offered his idea as a 
means of financing a social welfare pro- 
gram recently authorized in California. 
boosting old age pensions and support for 
the blind. 

Governor Earl Warren also is in favor 
of using racing as a means of collecting 
heavier taxes. 

According to a report by the racing 
board, the State received, for one agency 
or another, $19,808,658 in taxes from rac- 
ing in 1948. 

But Governor Warren says this is not a 
“fair share” of the “fabulous” profits made 
by the tracks. At a press conference re- 
cently he made two points: the tracks

should get a smaller share of the profits. 
and the present tax rate should not be 
reduced. 

He would get more money (he has about 
$4 million in mind) for the State by re- 
ducing the tracks’ share of the pari-mutuel 
commission. 

In his budget message to the Legislature 
he said: “The State is now granting a 
monopoly preference in horse racing. 
Some of these enterprises, particularly the 
larger ones, are yielding fabulous returns 
to stockholders. 


“A larger part of the excess profits 
could well be taken by the State in pay.- 
ment for the special privilege which it is 
granting. It is not unreasonable to look 
to this source for at least $4 million of ad- 
ditional revenue during the next year. 


BORING IN. The Kentucky Purebred 
Livestock Association recently recom- 
mended that the State pari-mutuel tax be 
increased by 5 per cent. The money would 
be earmarked “for the advancement of 
agriculture.” The 5 per cent recommenda- 
tion was a compromise—some of the mem- 
bers wanted 15 per cent. 

At Lexington shortly afterward, the Fay- 
ette County Registered Breeders Associa- 
tion went on record as opposing any in- 
crease at all. After a discussion as to 
means of combating the 5 per cent idea, 
the Fayette organization decided to affili- 
ate with the larger body. They can work 
more effectively from inside than from the 
outside, they reason. 


Breeders in the Hemet area of California 
found a recent earthquake not without 
compensations: springs have been flowing 
much more freely since the quake, and 
some dry springs are delivering water 
again.

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GALLOP POLL, by Our Readers 


On Summer Racing 
In Downstate N. Y. 


(From Philip Godfrey, N. Y.) 


I was delighted to receive the December 
18 issue of THE BLoop-HorseE because it 
touched on many subjects in which I am 
interested. 

Joe Palmer has certainly put a remark- 
able interpretation upon my letter to the 
New York State Racing Commission in 
discussing the phrase “the best interests 
of this State.” We are living in the Twen- 
tieth Century, and it seems to me that the 
best interests of the State means only one 
thing: the best interests of its people. I 
certainly am not conducting my racing in- 
terests every year just to fill the coffers of 
the State or to make any particular racing 
association happy beyond reason. I believe 
that the owners are the most misused peo- 
ple in the racing business and have the 
least to say. Under the guise of sporting 
enterprises, too many racing associations 
have been allowed to impose upon the pub- 
lic and the owners. 

My interest in having racing established 
in New York City during the summer 


arises out of very special reasons. As you 
are very well aware, Saratoga racing had 
its inception around the Civil War era. 
There have been enormous population 
shifts and differences of growth in New 
York State since then. Where the popula- 
tion around the environs of Saratoga has 
remained quite stationary, that around 
New York City has more than quadrupled. 


Since 1932, New York City has become 
the leading summer resort in the world, 
so that the racing potential of New York 
has gone away up while that of Saratoga 
has gone away down. Add to that the fact 
that any number of New York fans now 
go to Jersey in the summer because there 
are no facilities in New York. The trou- 
ble with Saratoga is that it is being main- 
tained on a Civil War scale just to gratify 
the vanity of a few people connected with 
racing. This is all being done at the ex- 
pense of the New York owner and patron. 


I have offered to guarantee the financial 
success of a simultaneous New York and 
Saratoga meet. Undoubtedly nothing will 
be done about it because New York owners 
have no representation, and the racing as- 
sociations are merely corporations inter- 
ested in earning money, notwithstanding 
all the baloney about improving the breed 
and improving racing courses. 

The same situation, in a degree, applies 
to racing around the Miami area. Any 
decent accountant could tell you that it is 
imperative that at least one of the tracks 


around the Miami area be closed to insure 
the financial well-being of all the tracks in 
that area. Meanwhile, the owners are tak- 
ing a fine beating down there only for the 
reason that the politicians have the say 
down there.

1948 Success of Mereworth Stallion Continues 


*Hairan is out to beat his excellent record of 
1948 when he was on the lists of leading sires for 
most money, most winners, and most wins. 
Through Jan. 22 he was leading the 1949 list for 
most wins with 9. He was second on the list for 
most winners with 6, but these 6 had won $5,600 
more in first monies than the 7 winners by the 
sire leading this list. During this early 1949 racing, 
*Hairan’s daughter, M’DEARSY, had won the $7.- 
500 Santa Maria Handicap and the $5,000 Flint- 
ridge at Santa Anita; his son, CHECKERHALL, had 
won two feature races at New Orleans: his DAN- 


ADA RED had carried top weight to win at 6 fur- 
longs at Santa Anita in 1:10 7s. MOHAIR had won 
two good races at Santa Anita, one on a sloppy 
track, one on fast track.
